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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicants have not presented good and sufficient 
reasons why the Declaration under rule 1.132 filed 2/1 1/2009 was not presented earlier. Furthermore, after a cursory review of the 
Declaration, it is concluded that the Declaration is the based upon the opinions of Dr. Bergman. The Declaration does not provide any 
evidence of unexpected results to overcome the pending obviouness type rejection. Contrary to Applicant's assertions, claims 1-31 remain 
rejected for the reasons of record. As stated in the prior Office Action, in the instant case, there is both structural similarity, and a prior art 
recognized use for the disclosed compounds in the same methods set forth in the instant claims, namely for the synthesis of 
oligonucleotides, and furthermore labeled nucleotide acids or oligonucleotides. Therefore, due to the lack of any secondary considerations, 
the ordinary skilled artisan looking for alternative compounds used in the synthesis and design of oligomeric compounds would have been 
motivated to design compounds according to the present invention, since the prior art clearly teaches that substituted or unsubstituted 
cyclohexane, and similar compounds such as 1,5-anhydrohexitol compounds are useful in the design of oligomeric compounds according 
to the present invention. Applicants have not provided any evidence to the contrary . 
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
